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According o the Mississippi Agricultural Statistics Service, there were 4.7 days suitable for fieldwork for the
week ending Angnst 11, 1996, The main farming activities for the week were harvesting hay, com, and corn
silage and spraying ficlds. Scattered thonderstorms have helped pastures and crops, but defayed some harvesting
efforts. Seil moisture is 2 percent very short, 10 percent short, 76 percent adequate and 12 percent surplus.
